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TEMPERANCE CAUSE IN SWEDEN. 

The commencement of exertion fur the furtherance 
of temperance in Sweden, took place in November, 
1830, when a committee of inquiry on the subject was 
formed at Stockholm. ‘A majority of this committee 
were in favor of total abstinence, but they had not in- 
fluence enough to prevent the adoption of the princi- 
ple of “ moderate use,” at the public meeting at which 
the Stockholm Temperance Society was formed. 
Thoroughly convinced, however, of the inefficiency of 
this Moderate Use Society, and seeing the necessity of 
grappling withthe enemy in his strong hold, the friends 
of total abstinence separated from the ‘Temperance So- 
ciety, and on the 18th February, 18$1, formed them- 
selves into a ‘* Sobriety” Society, bearing the title of 
the King’s Island Society Association. Many predict- 
ed the speedy downfall of this institution—many more | 
made it the subject of ridicule—and a considerable 
number, whose opiuion deserved respect, declared it 
was going too far, to demand the total abandonment 
of a custom 80 universal and of'so long standing. ‘The 
Swedes, they said, were not tobe hastily won over to 
any thing new, and therefore the Society need not ex- 
pect numerous adherents. Unmoved, however, by the 
opposition of enemies, or the dangerous, though well 
meant counsel of professed friends, this association has 
held firmly by its fundamental principle, and the re- 
sult will be gathered from the following short abstract 
of the report read at the first annual meeting. 

The report commences with a heart-rending account 
of the state of the country, in consequence of the pre- 
vailing influence of brandy, including several remark- | 
able instances of the effect 
ual cases, all tending 
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eects of drunkenness in individ- 
» show the necessity of power- 
ful exertions to counteract this ivcreasing evil, and then 
proceeds to exhibit the reasous which induced the So- 
ciety to adopt the principle of total abstinence; these 
are, 1. The use of brandy can neither be considered 
necessary nor beneficial, 2. Brandy cannot be eonsum- 
ed as a means of refreshment, or on festive occasions 
without danger, and therefore ought to be laid aside 

3. Experience has evidenced that, however willing to 
do so, the drunkard cannot overcome his attachment 
to ardent spirits, without a total abandoument of their 
use. 4. It isclear that no efficient influence can be 
exerted upon the rising generation by mere exhorta- 
tion, while those more advanced in life continue to 
use what they declare to be injurious, ‘These positions 
ure illustrated and established with considerable suc- 
cess by the President, who is the author of the report. | 
Ile next answers sotne common objections, such as—1. 

The man engaged in laborious employment requires 

the exhilaration afforded by ardeut spirits. 2. If the pro- 

duction of brandy cease, which must be the conse-| 
quence of its universal abandoument, the state would | 
lose a most important part of its revenue. 3. The 

production of brandy is necessary to provide food for 
our cows and swine.” 4. If the distillation of brandy 
came to an end, there would be a superabundance of 
grain, and by a consequent reduction in its value, the 
agriculturalist would suffer materially. (1 eannot but 
insert a portion of the excellent answer to this objec- 
tion.) ‘“ It is impossible for us to imagine that a wise 
providence hus so ordered the circumstances of Swe- 
den, that its existence depends on the production of 
brandy, that one part of the nation must distil, apd the 
other part drink, the liquor to their own destruction, | 
without the possihility of a change of affairs.’ From 

the exceedingly cautious and slow manner in which| 
every thing proceeds in this country, the Society may | 
scarcely be said to have come into effective operation; | 
yet the movements already made afford every encour- 

agement to go forward. In the capital several pam- 

phlets have heen printed and acireular of a very convin- 

cing nature sent to every pastorage, as also to all the 

official judges and physicians throughout the country. | 
‘The number of names actually inscribed in the Stock-| 
holm list is 1054, although a much greater number have | 
Jaid aside entirely the use of brandy, who yet will not! 
stand forward in connection with the association; and 

such is the revolution in public opinion, that the laugh | 
is not unfrequently turned against such as persevere in

ing would have been in England. Amidst other 
| business, Mr. Owen (unquestionably the most active 
lamoug the adherents to this cause here) warned by 
the attempts that had been made to modify the con- 
| stitution of the society, in order to effect an henorable 
union with the friends of moderate use, proposed that 
‘this society continues in existence only so long as 
its fundamental principle (that is, a total abstinence 
from ardent spirits) is retained in its purity.” This 
was adopted without opposition; and in order to in- 
crease the efficiency of the society 3 operations, and 
yet maintain its uniformity, Mr. O. further proposed 
“that the designation of the society be altered from 
King’s Island’s to Stockholm’s Sobricty Association; 
and that five auxiliary societies be formed, each under 
the control of'a Preisdent, Vice-President, ant six Di- 
rectors, the direction for the central association to be 
composed of a President, Vice-President, and ten Di- 
rectors—namely, the presidents, and vice presidents of 
the five auxiliaries; which was unanimously agreed 
to. ‘The auxiliaries are to hold public meetings, col- 
lect money, aud give in quarterly reports to the cen- 
tral direction, with whom alone the power rests of 
publishing. A public meeting will be held by one or 
other of the auxiliaries every week, and by this means 
the cause kept more constantly before the inhabitants. 
One circumstance which will be of incalculable ad- 
vantage to this cause, is the issuing of a paternal ad- 
dress from the king, directly giving his sanction to 
such proceedings. The following is a translation of 
the adress. 
TRANSLATION 
Charles John, &c. 
From the report of Justiciary proceedings for the 
year 1330, which our Minister of State for Judicial 
affairs has presented to us, we perceive with concern 
the destructive influence of drunkennesss upon the 
character and amount of crime.

We, therefore, in connection with the communica- 
tion of these facts, desire and hereby recommend, 
you to exhort the whole of our officers and servants in 
the districts graciously entrusted to you (or the priests

Many who look shy at the primary object of the socie- 
ity have warmly espoused this. The government has 
sanctioned the establishment of twenty such houses in 
Stockholm immediately; the king and the Crown 
| Prince have added liberally to the subscription; and it 
is confilently expected that niuch good will result from 
this measure.

A large cup 
of coffee or tea, that is, nearly half a pint, is ¢ 
three farthings, or a cup of chocolate one penny. At 
this house, at least a hundred dine each day, while 
another hundred have their dinners sent to their private 
residences. ‘I'wo other houses are now in gress; 
and I hope soon to see the whole twenty, tor which 
permission has already been given in active operation.
